Archbishop Hucaes said—This is a caso of a kindewd
pature to the one just disposed of, and I will take the
opportunity of ealling your attemtion to it.

Newman was one of those men who was surrounded by
suth propitious clreumstaness that he might have looked
forward to the highest houors of that high, wealthy, and

powerful religious community to which he Lelonged: bat, |
